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Scores of 
new trees 
targeted 
by vandals 

THE vandalism of up to 100 
newly-planted trees in Wal¬ 
sall over just six months, 
has sparked a fresh plea by 
council chiefs to catch the 
culprits. 

Among the most recent 
targets was a tree planted 
in memory of nine-year-old 
Jamie Cartwright, which 
was ripped up and dozens of 
trees were snapped by yobs 
in Aldridge. 

The spate of attacks have 
been condemned by Walsall 
Council bosses who say the 
‘minority have spoilt things’ 
for the rest of the commu¬ 
nity. Council chiefs agreed 
to replace the tree in mem¬ 
ory of Jamie, from Rushall, 
after it was targeted by yobs 
in Walsall Arboretum less 
than a month ago along with 
one to commemorate the 
start of the First World War. 

The youngster died from 
an infection caused by dust 
of building work inside Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal while receiving follow-up 
treatment after twice over¬ 
coming leukaemia. 

Walsall leisure chief, 
councillor Anthony Harris, 
said: “We estimate that 
around 100 newly planted 
trees across the borough 
have been vandalised in 
the last six months or so. 
I would urge anyone with 
any information to pass this 
on to the police and help us 
stop the culprits.”

LEADER HITS OUT 
AT STRIKE PLANS 


THE leader of Walsall Council has led 
a barrage of criticism over a planned 
strike which could see schools close 
and some council services grind to a 
halt in two weeks’ time. 

Thousands of council workers and school 
staff are due to walk out on July 10 after Uni¬ 
son voted in favour of the strike action in a row 


over pay 

The walkout will coincide 
with planned action by the 
National Union of Teachers. 

But the move has already 
sparked criticism, with 
leader of Walsall Council 
Mike Bird saying those who 
do strike will have their pay 
docked. 

“Should the strike take 
place then we will be ex¬ 
plaining to our residents 
this was a decision taken by 
Unison and not by the coun¬ 
cil,” he said. 

“It seems while cuts are 
being made the unions are 
seeking a pay rise. Well if 
people do decide to walk 
out they will be docked pay 
and it will be a saving to the 
council. 

Consequences 

“At the end of the day it’s 
members of the public who 
are being inconvenienced. 

“We will be doing our 
upmost to ensure that res¬ 
idents will inconvenienced 
as little as possible and that 
any impact will be kept to a 
minimum.” 

Union leaders were urged 
to come back around the ne¬ 
gotiating table by Midland 
MP Gavin Williamson. 

He said: “It is always 
a tragedy when anyone 
has to go on strike and we 
do respect people’s right 
to strike, however you do 
find that union leaders are 
quick to march out on strike 
and not think of the conse-

quences that it has to their 
members. I would encour¬ 
age them to get back around 
the negotiating table and 
think about the affect this 
is going to have on teachers, 
children and parents as well 
as residents across Stafford¬ 
shire.” 

Dudley Council leader 
David Sparks said the au¬ 
thority was considering the 
implications of the Unison 
vote. 

But Unison bosses insist 
the action is necessary fol¬ 
lowing a proposed one per 
cent pay rise by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Tony Rabaiotti, Unison 
spokesman in the West Mid¬ 
lands, said: “We have a clear 
majority for strike action 
so a one-day strike will go 
ahead on July 10. 

“Many of our members 
are low paid women earning 
barely above the minimum 
wage, who care for our chil¬ 
dren, our elderly and our 
vulnerable and they deserve 
better treatment than they 
have had at the hands of this 
Government.” 

Adrian Turner, represent¬ 
ative for Unison in Wolver¬ 
hampton, warned all public 
services would be affected 
apart from bin collections, 
and housing services. “We 
have not rushed into this. It 
is a last resort,” he said..

Woodlands Adventure, said 
“We have needed a new 
climbing wall for some time 
and this is certain to become 
a major attraction.” 

The charity was founded 
by Canon Carnegie of Bir¬ 
mingham Cathedral, 108 
years ago and provides rec¬ 
reational facilities and out¬ 
door education to children 
from Birmingham and the 
West Midlands. 


Taxi firm 
tragedy 
man over 
the limit 

A RADIO operator for a Wil- 
lenhall-based taxi firm was 
speeding and was more than 
twice the drink and drive 
limit when the private hire 
car left the road and struck 
a fence, an inquest into his 
death heard. 

Banned driver Moham¬ 
med Imran Rashid died of 
head injuries in the crash 
which happened on a bridge, 
in Wednesbury Road, Pleck, 
in Walsall, on June 12 last 
year, the hearing was told. 

The married father of 
three was at the wheel of a 
grey Toyota Avensis estate 
taken without permission 
from taxi firm 24/7 Cars, 
based in Watery Lane, when 
it struck the kerb, mounted 
the pavement hit a metal 
fence on the bend near the 
junction with Bescot Cres¬ 
cent shortly before 4.43am. 

Forensic collision investi¬ 
gator Pc Paul Robbins told 
Monday’s hearing at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House that Mr 
Rashid had not been wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt. 

Mr Rashid, aged 37, of 
Arundel Street, Palfrey, had 
186 milligrammes of alcohol 
in his system. The limit is 
80. There was also evidence 
of take away food in the car. 

Senior Coroner Robin 
Balmain said the cause of 
death was fatal a head in¬ 
jury, skull fracture due to a 
blunt impact to his head and 
recorded that death was due 
to a road traffic collision.

HUNDREDS of well-wishers gath¬ 
ered at a charity event inspired by 
a brave little girl’s battle against 
blood cancer. 

Young Margot Martini, whose 
mother Vicki is originally from Ess- 
ington, underwent a bone marrow 
transplant earlier this year after 
she was diagnosed with a rare form 
of leukaemia in October. Her plight 
captured the hearts of thousands 
and sparked a worldwide hunt to 


find a perfect stem cell match. More 
than 50,000 signed up and Margot 
was treated for acute lymphoblastic 
leukaemia (ALL) and acute myeloid 
leukaemia (AML) aged 14 months. 

It was thought the operation 
had been a success but earlier this 
month she underwent a bone mar¬ 
row aspirate test which revealed the 
presence of a low amount of Acute 
Lymphoblastic Leukaemia. 

Her family have said she is in the 


early stages of relapse but they are 
doing all they can to stay positive. 

The latest charity bash - Dance 4 
Margot, in aid of Delete Blood Can¬ 
cer - was held at The Slade Rooms 
in Wolverhampton, just days after 
the news that the 18-month-old had 
suffered a setback. Organiser Emily 
Collins, aged 21, said: “Hearing that 
Margot was ill came as a massive 
shock. I’m just glad we can do our 
little bit to help..”

The trust is also planning 
to create two new medical 
wards, extend maternity 
services and also revamp the 
A&E and critical care units.

THE world’s fastest car The Bloodhound 
SSC is to visit the region as part of an event 
to recruit and inspire the next generation of 
engineers. The Bloodhound Project will be 
at Walsall College from June 30 to July 5 as 
part of a free event organised by the Black 
Country University Technical College. 

It will offer local children aged 13 the 
opportunity to get up close to the full size 
44ft long show car, learn more about how it 
works and experience its raw speed through 
a simulator. Staff from a number of local 
manufacturing and engineering firms from 
the region will be on hand to help at the 


workshops which will also see students cre¬ 
ate and race their own model rocket cars. 

Up to 120 students are set to attend each 
day from 16 schools in Walsall and the sur¬ 
rounding area. A family fun day, which is 
open to all without booking, will be held on 
July 5 from 10am to 2pm. 

The Bloodhound SSC is a jet and rock¬ 
et-powered supersonic car that is being 
built by British engineers to beat the 
l,000mph world land speed record. The ve¬ 
hicle weighs over seven tons and its engines 
produce more than 135,000 horsepower, 
which is equal to the power of more than 


180 Formula 1 cars. It has been in devel¬ 
opment since October 2008 and the project 
is being led by land speed record holders, 
Richard Noble and Andy Green. 

David Atkinson, head of small and me¬ 
dium-sized manufacturing at Lloyds Bank 
Commercial Banking, which is sponsoring 
the event said: “The West Midlands has a 
long and proud tradition of engineering ex¬ 
cellence, but that heritage is at risk if we 
don’t encourage the next generation..”

140 more cinema seats 
are planned for complex 


A MULTI-MILLION pound cinema develop¬ 
ment earmarked for Walsall town centre will 
be expanded to include more than 140 extra 
seats, under the latest plans. 

Cordwell Property Group announced earlier this 
year that a deal had been struck to open the nine 
screen Vue cinema in Littleton Street, next to Tesco, 
helping to create more than 200 jobs. 


But new proposals are 
going before planning chiefs 
today to increase the num¬ 
ber of seats in the auditori¬ 
ums by a total of 142, with 
the extra seating shared be¬ 
tween the screens. 

Seating would increase 
from 1,139 to 1,281, under 
the plans which would also 
increase the height of the 
cinema by about 4ft. 

The proposals include 
a revised parking layout 
and replacing the planned 
ground floor box office with 
a large first floor box office 
and concessions area. The 
plans have been recom¬ 
mended for approval but 
council regeneration officers 
have objected as they are 
concerned about the appear¬ 
ance of the cinema. 

Other concerns have been 
raised that the car park 
could be available to any vis¬ 
itor in town and that there 
would not be enough spaces 
for disabled people. A report 
to the planning committee

states the potential for extra 
traffic had been considered. 

Planning officers said that 
increasing the height of the 
development would be un¬ 
likely to have a detrimental 
impact. 

The report said: “The 
Littleton Street frontage 
height, is considered to be 
positive, helping to pro¬ 
vide enclosure to the street 
scene. The addendum to 
the transport statement 
concludes that as a result 
of the increased cinema au¬ 
ditorium seats, peak hours 
on the road network and for 
the nearby supermarket it 
is likely to generate 10 ad¬ 
ditional two way trips in the 
afternoon peak and 11 two 
way trips at the weekend. 

“This is considered to be 
negligible and on balance 
would not impact on the 
free flow and safety of high¬ 
way users or the provision of 
available car parking.”

Bedsits planned for former Jobcentre 


A FORMER JobCentre in Darlast- 
on is poised to be transformed into 
15 bedsits, under new plans. 

Proposals have been lodged with 
Walsall Council to convert the dis¬ 
used building in Pinfold Street, 
close to the junction with King 
Edward Street. But the move has 
sparked some concern over poten¬ 
tial parking problems in the area. 

A r eport submitted to planning 


chiefs in Walsall says the proposal 
would ‘bring a building back into 
use which has been disused for 
many years’, which it claims would 
have a ‘positive impact’. 

Darlaston South Councillor Paul 
Bott said the plans could help pro¬ 
vide accommodation for those suf¬ 
fering from the effects of bedroom 
tax but could also create issues with 
parking. He said: “This will help 


people who are struggling because 
of the bedroom tax to downsize. It 
is also good because it will bring the 
building back into some use.“The 
only problem is there will be a park¬ 
ing issue. It’s on a main road which 
has double yellow lines on it.” 

The plans reveal there would be 
no parking provision but states that 
the site is located on a main bus 
route. The proposals also said that 


there was no dedicated parking pro¬ 
vision when the building was used 
as a JobCentre.Each of the bedsits 
would have living and bed space, 
en-suite facilities, a built-in ward¬ 
robe and small kitchenette area. 
A decision is due in the upcoming 
months. It comes as moves to build 
more than 60 homes and transform 
a former Walsall school site have re- 
ceived the final go-ahead.

firefighting special

FROM being a bobby on 
the beat to fighting fires - 
it is all part of a standard 
week for 26-year-old Dan 
Perager. 

He is a full-time firefighter 
in the Black Country but also 
spends hours a week volunteer¬ 
ing with West Midlands Police 
as a special constable. 

When he was a teenager Dan 
successfully applied to join both 
emergency services, although the 
childhood ambition of being a fire¬ 
man won through. 

However, he never lost his desire 
to be part of the police and has been 
a volunteer special on top of his day 
job for the last six years. 

He dedicates up to 12 hours a 
week, which fits in between his fire¬ 
fighter role. 

Dan said: “When I was 18 I ap¬ 
plied for both the police and fire 
service and was lucky enough to be 
successful with both applications. 

Balance 

“It was a close call but as a child 
I’d always dreamed of being a fire¬ 
man so chose that career route - but 
I was still interested in police work 
so was offered the chance to be a 
special constable and fit my tours of 
duty around my work schedule. It’s 
a great balance for me. 

“I have been a special constable 
for six years. I served at West Bro¬ 
mwich for my first year, two years 
at Wednesbury and a further three 
in Wolverhampton and now at Bil- 
ston.” 

Dan, from Walsall, has been on 
jobs as a special and bumped into 
fire colleagues who are unaware of 
his extra role. 

“I’ve attended several fires where 
police assistance was needed to set 
up cordons and some road traffic 
collisions where I’ve helped manage 
traffic flow whilst fire crews free vic¬ 
tims and recover vehicles,” he said. 

“I’ve surprised and confused a 
few fire colleagues - ones who didn’t 
know about my police volunteering 
- when I’ve turned up at scenes in 


my police uniform.” As if a com¬ 
bined emergency service role is not 
enough he also does charity work 
and is an ambassador for Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital. Dan has 
also signed up to do TV acting. 

“Our fire service shift pattern is 
four on four off, so my rest days are 
ample time to fit in police volunteer¬ 
ing, charity work and a bit of sup¬ 
port acting,” he said. 

“I’m signed up with an agency 
that supplies the BBC so if you see 
someone who looks like me on Doc¬ 
tors every now and again, then yes, 
that is me.” 

He insisted he enjoys the dual 
positions. “I can’t think of anything 
I dislike about both jobs, except 
maybe having to shave every day 
I’m on duty as a fire officer, but it’s 
safety critical.” 

He is based at Walsall fire station 
but has been at Wednesbury and 


Cradley Heath during his seven 
years with the service. With the po¬ 
lice he is part of the community ac¬ 
tion priority team at Bilston, which 
involves tackling emerging issues 
and assisting operations. 

He has been involved in drug 
raids, search warrants and shifts 
with emergency response crews. He 
worked during the Olympics and 
was on duty during the 2011 riots. 

Crucial 

“I’ve attended countless road 
traffic collisions as a firefighter so 
my knowledge of crash scenes and 
consideration of the hazards come 
to the fore when deployed at such 
incidents as a special,” he said. 

“On the flip side, when attending 
fires we believe are suspicious hav¬ 
ing knowledge of scene preservation 
gained through the police comes in 


handy so potentially crucial evi¬ 
dence isn’t lost or contaminated. 

“Both services react with utmost 
urgency with the sole aim of help¬ 
ing people in need, whether that’s 
rescuing someone from a burning 
building or taking a dangerous 
criminal off the street.” 

Dan said both play an important 
role in keeping the community safe. 
“I hear moans and groans about the 
emergency services - but from my 
experience of both they are made 
up of predominantly dedicated, pro¬ 
fessional people who are passionate 
about the role. 

“Police cuts means resources are 
more stretched than perhaps they 
were but officers I know never stop 
and it’s job after job after job. 

“But not only that, the incidents 
they attend, without a second’s 
thought is bravery at its highest 
order.” 


Cleaner in 
cheques 
swindle 
avoids jail 

A CLEANER who swindled 
her employer out of thou¬ 
sands of pounds has avoid¬ 
ed a prison sentence. 

Mica Barton pleaded 
guilty to 10 charges of fraud 
by false representation and 
one charge of theft at Wal¬ 
sall Magistrates Court. The 
21-year-old of Burgh Way 
in Walsall, stole and cashed 
cheques from Philip Buckley 
totalling more than £2,000 
between August 7 and Octo¬ 
ber 20 last year. 

She also stole a bank card 
belonging to her friend, Lisa 
Garratt, between January 
21 and 23 and took £500 
from her account. Miss 
Karen Cockitt, prosecuting, 
said: “Mr Buckley roffered 
her employment as a cleaner 
for £8 an hour between 
March and April last year.” 

The court heard Mr 
Buckley kept his cheque 
book in his office which 
Barton was not authorised 
to clean. Over the course of 
two months she cashed 10 
cheques totalling £2,480. 

Mr Mahmood Hussain, 
defending, said Barton was 
in debts of more than £5,000 
which motivated her to com¬ 
mit the crimes. Barton was 
handed a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order and told to carry 
out 200 hours unpaid work. 
She was also ordered to pay 
£290 compensation to Miss 
Garratt and costs of £410.

A schoolboy has had to undergo two opera¬ 
tions and a skin graft after being knocked 
down in a hit-and-run as he walked home 
from playing football. 

Jake Hancox, aged 13, was on a pedes¬ 
trian crossing in New invention, Willenhall, 
when the driver of a Ford Focus ignored a 
red light knocking him down on May 2. 

His left foot was broken and he has un¬ 
dergone two operations including a skin 
graft as a result. 

The accident happened as he waited 
with friends at the crossing on Lichfield 
Road, after a game of football on land be¬ 


hind The Square. “I stepped out when the 
light changed to red and the car just came 
straight at me. I was quite upset. I was 
knocked on to the ground by the impact. 
My shoe came flying off and I was bleeding. 
I knew my leg was broken. 

“Lots of people were crowding round to 
see if I was alright. Then somebody phoned 
the ambulance,” said Jake who is a pupil at 
Coppice Farm Performing Arts School. 

Just 15 minutes earlier he and brother 
Harry, aged 10, had been dropped off by 
their mother Stephanie to play out with a 
group of friends. They were on their way 


home to Sandwell Place when Jake was 
struck by the dark coloured car at 7.20pm. 

“He’s in a lot of pain because it was a very 
bad injury. He’s on crutches and still has 
the wires in his foot to help it to set. The 
foot is swollen and he can’t go to school at 
the moment. It’s really affected his educa¬ 
tion and he misses the social side of things. 
He did return to school for a short time, but 
due to the seriousness of the injury he has 
to stay at home,” said Mrs Hancox,.

Debenhams is still a retail 
force to be reckoned with, 
despite recent setbacks. 

SIMON PENFOLD reports 

THEY were once a fixture on 
every high street. Anything and 
everything you could think of 
would be sold at your local de¬ 
partment store. 

Known for offering the personal touch 
they eventually helped launch the now 
traditional Christmas grotto. 

Employing thousands across the coun¬ 
try they became such a part of life that 
one of the nation’s favourite sitcoms in 
the 1970s was even set inside a fictional 
shop. 

But the advent of online retail and 
changing shopping habits over the years 
means those once-beloved emporiums 
which first sprung up back in the 19th 
century are becoming a thing of the past. 

One historic firm is fighting back 
though. Debenhams has certainly faced 
some ‘challenging’ trading conditions 
over recent months but last week re¬ 
leased a trading update that showed 
sales improving as it shakes up its op¬ 
erations, squeezing more profit out of 
online sales and getting the best out of 
its stores. 

To that end it confirmed it is to run 
trial concessions with Sports Direct and 
cafe chain Costa. 

But that hasn’t stopped the 200-year- 
old department store chain ploughing 
forward with ambitious plans which will 
see it transform the retail map of the 
Midlands. 

Most recently it revealed that its new 
three-storey store in Wolverhampton’s 
Mander Centre will create more than 
120 jobs when it opens in 2017. 

It will be the keystone in a major £30 
million redevelopment of the shopping 
centre including the demolition of the 
former TJ Hughes store to make way for

the new Debenhams branch. The city 
has been hoping to attract the chain for 
years and had been lined up as the flag¬ 
ship store for the £300 million Summer 
Row shopping centre, but that came to 
nothing when the scheme collapsed in 
2011 in the wake of the property mar¬ 
ket crunch. 

The chain already has stores at Merry 
Hill and Walsall, as well as in Telford 
and Birmingham’s Bullring, but clearly 
feels expansion into Wolverhampton 
makes business sense. 

It had also planned to be part of Staf¬ 


ford’s £70 million Riverside complex 
but, as it was revealed last week, it has 
had to pull out because of timeframe 
issues. 

But a company spokesman stressed: 
“We are still committed to gaining rep¬ 
resentation in Stafford when the right 
opportunity arises.” 

It is all part of a growth plan that is 
seeing Debenhams invest in both stores 
and in online and mobile phone shop¬ 
ping in the UK. 

It’s most recent store in the region, 
at Lichfield, has also been a big success. 


Opened a year ago, it was extended to 
include a third floor, cafe and homeware 
department before it was completed. 

And more money is due to be pumped 
into the Walsall store, with a major re¬ 
furbishment planned for this year in¬ 
cluding a new health and beauty hall 
and a revamped restaurant. 

In a bid to boost its fortunes the com¬ 
pany is hoping to flag up its fashion cre¬ 
dentials. 

Store bosses have signed up a range of 
big name designers such as Todd Lynn, 
who has dressed music legends including 
Mick Jagger, Beyonce, and The Klaxons 
in his signature androgynous style. He 
will be launching an exclusive range of 
handbags for Edition at Debenhams for 
the Autumn/Winter season. 

At the same time the store chain’s 
glamorous fashions have been much in 
demand at top-drawer events such as 
Royal Ascot. 

It has even been creating its own mi¬ 
ni-paddock so race-goers can see how dif¬ 
ferent styles of heel cope on real grass. 

On the menswear front the depart¬ 
ment store says sales of three piece suits 
have overtaken the two-piece option for 
the first time in decades. 

The trend for tailored three piece suits 
and smart dressing has shown a marked 
increase in recent weeks with sales soar¬ 
ing by 44 per cent. 

Debenham’s Lizzie Singleton said: 
“Guys are smartening up their act. Gone 
are the days of casual summer dressing 
- men are keeping up appearances in 
smart tailoring but opting for lighter 
options such as linen.” 

Keeping on-trend with the latest 
shifts in fashion is key if the business 
is going to put a nightmare Christmas 
behind it. 

In April Debenhams revealed a 25 per 
cent slump in half year profits after a 
‘challenging’ start to the year followed 
poor sales over the festive season. 

It blamed lower-than-expected cloth¬ 
ing sales and online competition for the 
decline. 



REDUCED to little more than a 
third of the membership of Wal¬ 
sall Council, one might very well 
question the audacity of Tory 
leader Mike Bird in bidding to 
retain control.

He is adamant that nothing 
was offered and that no deals 
were done, which raises a prob¬ 
lem for Nigel Farage’s Euros¬ 
ceptics. Can they really claim to 
be as anti the Tories as they are 
Labour? 

The Lib Dems, of course, 
have made their bed with the 
Tories over the past two years 
and must now lie in it for better 
or worse. 

But Walsall’s blue-gold-purple 
alliance is not in a stable position 
politically. 

There will be a by-election 
in Birchills Leamore to find a 
successor for Tim Oliver and 
I wouldn’t bet against Labour 
keeping the seat. 

Somehow, Councillor Bird is 
going to have to come up with a 
year of political miracles. 

Firstly, he has to keep not only 
his own party on side but the Lib 
Dems, UKIP and two independ¬ 
ents as well as try to win over 
the mayor, Democratic Labour’s 
Pete Smith (not to be confused 
with Labour Classic, New or One 
Nation). 

Some councillors elected are 
new and untested. They all have 
to be there for every single vote 
to avoid defeat. And Councillor 
Bird has no authority over the 
ones who are not in his party. 

Secondly, he has to get a 
budget passed. But then Labour 
has form for sitting on its hands 
in Walsall, despite first protest¬ 
ing and posing for pictures with 
campaigners, amid concerns 
that had they voted the budget 
down they would have para¬ 
lysed the council. Thirdly, he has 
to keep a constant watch for a 
motion of no confidence. 
□□□□□ 

WEST Bromwich MP Tom Wat¬ 
son has put Mr Miliband’s spin 
doctors on warning that they 
need to cut out the schoolboy 
errors. 

These included the decision to 
pose with a promotional copy of 
The Sun and the now infamous 
pictures of Mr Miliband strug¬ 
gling with a bacon sandwich.

Fraudster 
conned his 
employer 
on copper 


A CONMAN defrauded the company he 
worked for and one of its suppliers out of 
thousands of pounds by ordering copper 
piping and selling it on to scrap dealers. 

Carl Startup, of Essington, bought copper piping 
from Grahams Builders Merchants and had it sent 
to Choice Heating and Plumbing (CHP), where he 


worked as a carpenter. 

He used false order num¬ 
bers to make the purchases 
and sold the piping to scrap 
metal dealers, pocketing the 
money for himself. 

CHP, which is in Lichfield 
Road, Wolverhampton, lost 
out on £3,042 because of the 
fraud, while the supplier 
company was fiddled out of 
£1,776. Mr Kaulbir Paul, 
prosecuting at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Magistrates Court, said: 
“He had said he had debts to 
service, a young family with 
Christmas fast approach¬ 
ing.” 

Father-of-three Startup, 
aged 31, of Parks Cres¬ 
cent, told the court he was 
‘ashamed’ of his actions. 

He previously pleaded 
guilty to eight counts of 
fraud by false representa¬ 
tion, all carried out between 
October 3 and November 12 
last year. He was given a

six-week community order 
yesterday with a curfew re¬ 
quirement. 

Startup, who the court 
heard now works in Lon¬ 
don, was also ordered to pay 
£2,750 in compensation and 
a £60 surcharge. 

Sentencing him, district 
judge Graham Wilkinson 
said the compensation fig¬ 
ures were lower than the 
amount he stole because the 
suppliers would have been 
able to buy goods for less 
than it sold them for. 

He added: “You are steal¬ 
ing because you apparently 
have lots of debts, three 
children and it is Christmas. 
You have not told your cur¬ 
rent employer what you did 
to your previous employer, 
which was effectively use 
the trust they gave you to 
steal from their suppliers.”

Market boss ran up £l5k 
in false benefit claims

WORK to tidy up a waterfront is 
under way in preparation for a 
town’s canal festival. Organisers of 
Brownhills Canal Festival say they 
are praying this year’s event on 
June 29 will be blessed with sunny 
weather - as well as a big crowd. 

Volunteers from Brownhills 
Local Committee, staff from the 
Canal and River Trust and Walsall 
Council joined forces to organise 
a clean-up operation of the foot 
bridge over the Wyrley and Essing- 
ton Canal and the towpaths. 


The show, which attracts 2,000 
revellers, will be officially opened by 
Aldridge-Brownhills MP Sir Rich¬ 
ard Shepherd. Other special guests 
will include the new Mayor of Wal¬ 
sall councillor Pete Smith. 

Attractions include music, clown 
act Mad Dom, Spotlight Theatre, 
the Ikon Gallery’s Slow Boat art 
project, Bob Park’s birds of prey 
display, food, and a jazz club and 
Pelsall Ladies Choir. There will be 
wool spinning and wood turning 
demonstrations and stalls. 


A CROOKED market trader 
claimed more than £15,000 in 
benefits while he was running 
three stalls in the Black Country 
and Staffordshire, a court heard. 

Fraudster Mohammed Farooq An- 
jum had told authorities he was out of 
work, penniless and struggling to pro¬ 
vide for his family. 

But Wolverhampton Magistrates Court 
heard the 55-year-old was boss for an op¬ 
eration selling underpants and socks at 
markets in Walsall, Willenhall and Stoke- 
on-Trent. Anjum’s 20-month run of swin¬ 
dling the taxpayer finally came to an end 
when he was arrested in December 2012 
following a lengthy investigation. 

Prosecuting on behalf of Wolverhampton 
City Council, Ms Jacky Bramley told the 
court Anjum first started claiming unem¬ 
ployment benefit in April 2010. 

“On his application he stated he was 
not working and had no other income,” 
she said. “This was a lie, as evidence later 
emerged he was working six days a week on 
as a market trader.” 

The court heard Anjum made a further 
four fraudulent claims between December 
2011 and January 2012. 

Ms Bramley added: “Shortly after he 
spoke to police Anjum cancelled his bene¬ 
fits claim, stating he had started working 
40 hours per week as a market trader.” 

Anjum’s fraudulent claims amounted to 
£15,021 in Housing Benefit, Job Seekers 
Allowance and Council Tax Benefit. 

Mr Harbinder Gahir, defending, said his 
client had resorted to the fraudulent behav¬ 
iour after falling into financial difficulties. 
He said: “He has two sons to support.” 

Anjum, of Bamford Road, Penn Fields, 
Wolverhampton, pleaded guilty to eight 
counts of dishonestly making a false state¬ 
ment to obtain benefits. He was sentenced 
to 12 weeks custody suspended for 12 
months and ordered to pay £600 costs. It 
was heard that Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil had prepared civil proceedings to recover 
the full amount of Anjum’s fraud.

Billboard hits fast lane to techno trouble 



Traffic on the M6 passes the huge digital advertising billboard as it displays an antivirus program window 


IT has become a well known fixture on the landscape of 
thousands of drivers’ journeys to work each day. 

But technical gremlins got the better of one of the big¬ 
gest advertising hoardings in Europe when an antivirus 
computer program message appeared. It blocked off part 
of an advert for a jewellery firm during the morning rush 
hour. The billboard, near Junction 9 of the M6 for Wednes- 
bury, has attracted controversy amid claims it could cause 
accidents. 

The message, which was asking for confirmation of an 


update being installed on an antivirus program, was re¬ 
moved later in the morning. 

The huge signl, which is as long as a jumbo jet, was 
switched on a year ago, and residents say they were not 
consulted about the changes, while some claimed bright 
lights from the sign shone into their homes. 

The structure, near Walsall FC’s Banks’s Stadium, was 
erected three years agos. Birmingham-based technology 
company Elonex, which controls the billboard, could not 
be contacted. 


Care home plans at pub 


A FORMER Walsall town cen¬ 
tre pub with a troubled past 
may become a care home, 
under plans poised to create 
dozens of jobs. 

The Market Tavern, would be 
turned into a retreat care home 
for people with learning disabil¬ 
ities, mental health and physical 
disabilities, under latest plans. 

According to the plans lodged with 
Walsall Council, it would add ‘vitality’ 
to the town centre and create more 


than 35 jobs. The former pub, in High 
Street, would be converted into a 10 
bedroom independent care home and 
would provide accommodation to peo¬ 
ple who can no longer live in their own 
home or require a period of respite. 

It would specialise in the short and 
longer term rehabilitation of people 
aged betweenl8 and 65 with learning 
disabilities, varying degrees of mental 
health disorders and physical disabili¬ 
ties. According to the plans, during its 
time as a pub the property was plagued 
with problems of crime and disruptive 
behaviour, including violence and van¬ 


dalism. The basement of the building, 
which was used as a nightclub, would 
be used as a multi-sensory stimula¬ 
tion area by people with mental disa¬ 
bilities. The ground floor, which was 
formerly used as a bar, would be con¬ 
verted into a reception and office area 
with a waiting room, coffee area and 
drop-in centre. 

Health professionals and local po¬ 
lice support groups will also be able 
to offer support to people in the care 
home. The first and second floors 
would be adapted to accommodate 
bedrooms with en-suite bathrooms.

Manic Mutts’ group secretary Bar¬ 
bara Lewthwaite said: “As we were 
loading the cars we saw these three 
lads hovering nearby. They kept 
looking in our direction and we were 
keeping an eye on them, but we didn’t 
think they would go for the cash. 

“Then one of them reached into one 
of the cars trying to grab one of our 
handbags and a second lad was at the 
door on the other side and he grabbed 
the cash box off the seat. 

“We shouted and our husbands who 
gave chase, along with a man from one 
of the attractions, the two girls from 
the doughnut van and two of the park 
rangers. But they couldn’t catch them. 

“The youths dropped about £2 in 
loose change as they ran away. They 
were aged about 18.” 

She added: “It’s just such a shame 
after all the effort we put in to raise 
the money. In all the years that we 


ran the dog show nothing like this 
ever happened to us. I hope whoever 
is responsible is caught and punished.

THEIR romance got off to a 
rocky start but blossomed 
into a marriage that has so 
far lasted 60 years.

A sad farewell to two centuries of 
expertise which helped build town 


AS a company which helped put 
Walsall on the map, saddlers 
Jabez Cliff had world-beating 
expertise and the borough is still 
reeling from the shock of its clo¬ 
sure after 221 years. 

Jabez Cliffs Barnsby saddles became 
world famous, a favourite with riders 
around the world including the Royal Fam¬ 
ily and the company has held the Royal 
Warrant since 1990. Handmade Barnsby 
saddles are also used by The King’s Troop 
Royal Horse Artillery and The Household 
Cavalry. 

Saddlery work will continue at the 
Aldridge Road factory. It has been bought 
out of administration by another Walsall 
saddle company. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird said: 
“This is a very old and established business 
so it is a very sad loss for the town, but this 
is the economy we are in at the moment and 
the saddle market is still very competitive.”

MEMORY LANE 

By Simon Penfold 

Shepherd said: “I am desperately sad as 
this is part of the history and grandeur of 
Walsall and the leather trade. Right at the 
top was Jabez Cliff.” 

Walsall North MP David Winnick said: 
“This is a tough time and everyone will 
have the utmost feelings for those who are 
losing their jobsThe Jabez Cliff history in 
the leather trade dates back to 1793 and 
George Cliff, who made leather breeches 
in a small workshop behind his home in 
Badger’s Yard, Park Street in Walsall. One 
of his sons, also called George, followed his 
father into the leather trade in 1793, to be 
followed in turn by his son Jabez. 

It was Jabez Cliff who started the sad¬ 
dlery business, in Portland Street, and 
after his death in a typhoid epidemic his 
wife and daughter Mary ran it for a year 
before Mary married a bridlemaker called 


Frederick Tibbits in 1882. It was their son, 
Jabez Cliff Tibbits, who turned the business 
into a major force in the industry. 

He joined the family firm in 1902 and 
four years later he made an audacious, and 
successful bid to buy the more famous sad¬ 
dle-making company of JA Barnsby & Sons, 
based at the nearby Globe Works in Lower 
Forster Street. 

The whole business was based at the site 
from 1910. The business relied on exports 
to Germany and Russia, but during the 
First World War diversified into making 
cricket balls, golf bags and leather cases. As 
the demand for saddles declined in the age 
of the motor car, the company continued to 
adapt. 

By the early 1920s Jabez Cliff Tibbits be¬ 
came managing director and continued to 
oversee growth. The firm’s Globe non-tear 
football was used in four FA Cup Finals and 
the 1928 Olympic Games. 

A mayor of Walsall and and alderman, 
he was knighted in 1948 for his services to 
the town. Sir Cliff, as he was known, died in 


1974. The company had a tradition of long 
service. In November 2005 the company 
closed on a working day for the first time in 
its history for the funeral of director Oliver 
Morton. 

Mr Morton, who was 90 when he died, 
started work on the shop floor in 1929, rose 
through the ranks and became chairman 
and president of the company. 

He stayed on for a quarter of a century 
after he officially retired. The decision to 
move came four years later. 

The firm’s 40-strong workforce was relo¬ 
cated to a converted barn in 2009 and sta¬ 
bles, allowing customers more room to park 
horse boxes outside. The company contin¬ 
ued in its new home, but it is understood 
was weighed down by problems from the 
property deal. 

There was a long delay before the build¬ 
ing could be sold and the £1.2 million price 
was substantially less than had been origi¬ 
nally expected. The Globe Works building 
was subsequently destroyed in a huge blaze 
in 2011 and later demolished.

Robber's 
jail term 
is reduced 


A THUG who took part in robberies at Co-op¬ 
erative supermarkets in the Midlands has 
convinced top judges to slash his sentence 
by a year. 

Amandeep Singh, aged 26, was part of a masked 
group which held up terrified staff at the Co-op 
stores, including at Sutton Road, Walsall, before 
making off with a total of £1,200. Singh, was jailed 


for four-and-a-half years i 
January. 

The defendant, of Salis¬ 
bury Road, Birchfield, Bir¬ 
mingham, pleaded guilty to 
two counts of conspiracy to 
rob and last week, three top 
judges at London’s Appeal 
Court upheld Singh’s sen¬ 
tence challenge, saying his 
jail term was ‘too high’ and 
must be cut to three-and-a- 
half years. 

Mr Justice Irwin said 
Singh had played a ‘minor 
role’ in two of the raids, 
which were part of a wider 
crime wave that involved 
£32,000 being stolen dur¬ 
ing robberies at the chain’s 
branches between January 
and November, 2012. 

Other branches targeted 
included Stourport Road, in 
Kidderminster; High Street 
in Cheslyn Hay; Brewood 
Road in Coven; and Lodge 
Lane in Bridgnorth 

Singh was among raiders 
who wore scarves or bala¬ 
clavas to cover their faces as 
they carried out a heist at a 
Co-op in Tam worth just be-

fore 10pm on April 18, 2012, 
stealing £200 from the tills. 

He was then part of a 
second team which raided a 
Co-op in Walsall on August 
6 , 2012 . 

One of the robbers 
vaulted the till, before forc¬ 
ing the staff to open the safe 
and about £1,000 was taken 
from the shop. 

Police later recovered a 
bag used in the stick-up, 
which bore Singh’s DNA 
as well as that of one of his 
co-accused. 

Singh was arrested but 
did not admit his involve¬ 
ment until the first day of 
his trial in October, 2013. 

He said he had no involve¬ 
ment in the other heists and 
had been ‘pressurised’ into 
getting involved. A pre-sen¬ 
tence report revealed that 
Singh had been estranged 
from his family and was in 
the grip of a cannabis de¬ 
pendency at the time.

Being part of the Black Country, Bloxwich grew rapidly in 
the 18th century around coal mining, iron smelting and various 
manufacturing industries, as part of the Industrial Revolution. 
•Manufacturing in the area consisted of bridle bits, stirrups, keys, 
cabinet locks, plain irons, buckle tongues, chains and saddles. Its 
most famous product of manufacture were awl blades, which it is 
jeputed to have surpassed all other places in the United Kingdon 
fn manufacturing. In the early 19th century, Bloxwich was still a 
llage. Most of its inhabitants were employed in the newly found¬ 
ed mining and forging industries, as well as light metalworking. It 
is also known for its canals. 

Bloxwich was heavily developed between the wars for council 
housing. Most were constructed around Blakenall Heath, as 
well as Harden and Goscote. In the 20 years which followed the 
Second World War, the Lower Farm, Beechdale and Mossley 
estates were also erected as council housing developments, while

the southern side of Harden was developed along with the Rivers 
Estate at Blakenall Heath. Many privately owned houses, mostly 
in the Little Bloxwich area, were also constructed. In the 1990s 
and 2000s, many new housing developments have sprung up both 
in Bloxwich and at Blakenall Heath. 

Bloxwich town centre is still mostly made up of Victorian 
and Edwardian buildings and leafy parks and gardens, which 
maintain its origins as a Staffordshire village. Good built examples 
are Bloxwich Hospital, Bloxwich Hall, All Saints Church and 
several private houses in Station Street, Stafford Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton Street and Sandbank. From the Georgian period to the 
1960s, Bloxwich had more public houses than any other town in 
the Metropolitan Borough of Walsall, though these have begun 
to disappear. A focal point is the well-known Bloxwich Fountain 
in the Promenade Gardens. The church contains the original 
cemetery which dates back to the early 18th century.

Deadline 
to resolve 
parking is 
set down 


A SCHOOL has been given until the end of 
the year to find parking for parents after a 
neighbouring pub car park closed. 

Walsall Council has previously warned Hydesville 
Tower School in Walsall that it needs to come up 
with a solution. And now it has formally issued a 
notice to bosses, giving them until December 17 to 
find alternative parking. 


The school had been 
granted planning permis¬ 
sion for an expansion in 
2009 on the condition that 
an agreement with the Park 
Tavern pub for use of its 
car park continued, or that 
a replacement facility was 
provided. 

Now the Park Tavern has 
been sold to McCarthy & 
Stone for retirement homes 
and the new owners are not 
carrying on the deal with 
the school. 

Hydesville Tower battled 
six years ago to get a plan¬ 
ning application passed to 
extend its art and technol¬ 
ogy buildings and rearrange 
classrooms. 

Permission 

The school had just six 
parking spaces of its own 
and is located on a busy red 
route, meaning cars cannot 
stop outside. 

But permission was given 
after school staff and and 
council officers worked to¬ 
gether to draw up a travel 
plan. The school agreed to 
bring in a school bus, a car 
share data base and cycle 
facilities. 

It was spelt out that if the 
targets were not met, the 
school would not be able to 
take any new nursery school 
pupils until the problem was 
resolved. 

For those parents less 
able to take advantage of 
other means of transport, 
parking at the pub was se-

cured, or a suitable replace¬ 
ment if access ended. A 
legally-binding Section 106 
agreement was put in place. 

A report to the planning 
committee reveals roads 
around the school have be¬ 
come even more clogged 
since the pub car park was 
shut. 

It says: “This is now start¬ 
ing to cause problems for 
residents being able to park 
near to their houses during 
the day and especially at 
peak times for the coming 
and goings to the school.” 

Council officials have 
been speaking to school 
staff about action that can 
be taken. 

Headmaster Andrew 
McGinnes said: “I am 
under no illusion that this 
school, like a vast number 
of others, faces a challenge 
in relation to parking. 

“I am also sure of our 
commitment to contribute 
positively to the community 
- of which we are proud to 
be a part - and will continue 
to seek and implement solu¬ 
tions to this matter.” 

He previously said the 
school had ‘signposted par¬ 
ents to on-street parking 
bays’ and launched a walk¬ 
ing bus organised by staff. 

Bosses have also ‘under¬ 
lined the importance of con¬ 
siderate and safe parking to 
parents’, he said.

Old friends get ready 
to take to the stage 


M onty Python’s Flying Circus is 
no more. It has ceased to be. 

It is an ex-comedy 
programme. 

But five of the six men who made 
perhaps the most surreal series in the 
history of British TV - John Cleese, 
Terry Gilliam, Michael Palin, Eric Idle 
and Terry Jones - are still alive and 
kicking, and on Tuesday begin a 
20-day residency at the 02 in 
London. 

Tickets were like gold dust, with 
extra dates added to keep the hoards 
of fans happy who desperately 
wanted to see their ageing heroes in 
action one last time. We’re promised 
that even Graham Chapman, who 
died in 1989, will appear via archive 
footage on a huge video screen. 

It should almost feel as if they’ve 
never been away, despite the fact 
they’ve all carved out very different 
careers since their last project, the 
controversial Meaning of Life in 1983 
(although the musical Spamalot was 
supported by all the Pythons and was 
based on the film Monty Python and 
the Holy Grail, it was the brainchild of 
Idle only). 


But why get back together at all? 

“Purely financial,” admits Palin. 
“We’ve had this court case hanging 
around when one of the producers of 
The Holy Grail decided he needed a 
bit more of the cut from Spamalot - 
and court cases don’t come cheap. 
Something had to push us into it! 

“But the speed at which the tickets 
sold was astounding to us all. So, 
there are a lot of friends of Python 
out there.” 

As anybody who tuned in to the 
original show will tell you, it really 
WAS something completely different. 
What other programme offered funny 
walks in Ealing, a member of the 
Spanish Inquisition known as Cardinal 
Fang, a dead Norwegian parrot, nun 
boiling in Doncaster, Hell’s Grannies 
in Teddington and a provocative fish¬ 
slapping dance down the docks? 

However, Python nearly didn’t exist 
at all. Instead, it could have been 
called The Toad Elevating Moment or 
Owl Stretching Time, both of which 
were rejected by the BBC. But 
whatever the name, the brand of 
humour would have remained the 
same - and no doubt have still gone 


on to influence thousands of 
comedians. 

Initially, the series was meant as a 
vehicle for Cleese and Chapman, who 
had worked successfully together on 
The Frost Report. But Cleese wasn’t 
keen on the idea of a two-handed 
show, and so approached Palin. He, 
Jones, Idle and Gilliam were supposed 
to be working together on an ITV 
series, but when it stalled, he 
suggested the four of them could join 
Cleese and Chapman at the BBC - 
and so Monty Python was born. 

Their bizarre form of humour, 
inspired in part by their mutual love of 
The Goons on radio and Spike 
Milligan’s TV series Q, was quickly 
branded ‘surreal’ by some, although 
that didn’t nearly describe it well 
enough. And so, a new word was 
needed - hence the creation of the 
term ‘Pythonesque! 

Here, Alan Yentob meets Cleese, 
Gilliam, Palin, Idle and Jones as they 
prepare to take to the stage together, 
40 years after the Python TV show’s 
demise. He also asks them about 
their individual projects from the past, 
present and future.

The Cost of Cheap Alcohol: Channel 4 

Dispatches 

Channel 4, 8pm 

Once upon a time, anyone wanting to buy in a 
substantial amount of cheap alcohol ready for a 
World Cup barbecue might have gone on a ‘booze 
cruise’ to France. Now they’re more likely to pop 
down to the local supermarket, where multipack 
deals and falling prices mean you can pay as little 
as 70 pence for a pint of lager - and there are also 
plenty of bargains in the spirit and cider aisles. And 
while this may not be great news for the nation’s 
landlords and ferry operators, should the rest of us 
be concerned as well?

Honda’s 


By Bob Hickman 

I really would like to be a fly on 
the wall in the design studios of 
the motorcycle manufacturers. 

We have seen it in the car industry 
with the arrival of MPVs, SUVs and mi¬ 
cro cars, and those clever boffins in 
the motorcycling industry must have 
sat one morning and thought what 
can we conjure up. 

Let’s take one of Hondas best-sell¬ 
ing motor bikes, the Pan European or 
the ST1300, and chop the front fairing 
off, retune the engine, lower the seat, 
move the foot rests forward and give it 
huge handle bars, and call it a CTX Tour¬ 
er. For the uninitiated, CTX stands for 
Comfort, Technology and Experience. 

When you look at this new machine 
from Honda it is very difficult to decide 
where it should fit. It is a blend of cruiser 
style, with everyday practicality. I suggest 
this is yet another new type of machine. 

The water-cooled V4 power unit is well 
proven in the brilliant Pan European. The 
1261cc engine has had a power reduc¬ 
tion and a makeover, suffice to say this 
has made it more tractable and given the 
machine missile-like acceleration and per¬ 
formance defying the size of the machine. 

The CTX retains a five-speed, shaft- 
drive transmission, and it is typical 
Honda, you enter a gear with a clunk. 

Someone at Honda has worked the 
CTX ergonomics perfectly. As a rider you 
are positioned exactly where you would 
like to be, your knees at a 90 degrees; 
your arms extend comfortably to reach 


the huge handlebars and the seat is low 
at 29 inches, which enables even those 
vertically challenged to get flat feet on the 
ground. The deeply sculptured saddle is 
well shaped and sufficiently comfortable. 

Initially, I thought the tiny windscreen at 
the front, on the half fairing, was a gimmick. 
But in one horrendous storm I encoun- 
ted, it did actually work. So, once again, 
someone within Honda’s department has 
also worked magic with the aerodynamics. 

Visually the CTX is quite stunning, the 
four chrome exhaust pipes meandering 
from the engine really are an item of mo¬ 
torcycle beauty, giving a sense of style. 
Add to this the low seat height, which en¬ 
ables the centre of gravity to be reduced, 
and this helps the handling of the machine. 

Compact 

The CTX does have a lot of bells and 
whistles. The technology aspect includes 
huge tyres, both front and rear; large, 45mm 
inverted front forks; and the rear shock ab¬ 
sorbers are adjustable. In addition, an al¬ 
uminium swinging arm has been incorpo¬ 
rated. The rider’s eye view is of a compact 
easily understandable instrument panel. 

The kind people at Honda have includ¬ 
ed a twin-speaker stereo system, com¬ 
patible with a smartphone and Bluetooth. 

I like the fact that, as I am getting old¬ 
er and want creature comforts, Honda 
has incorporated heated handle bar 
grips in addition to the safety features of 
ABS and traction control system. The 
headlights, tail lights and indicators are 
of the LED type, ensuring not only can 
you see, but you can be seen as well. 

The CTX is a bike for those who 
want to be a little different and enjoy

covering huge mileages in comfort. 

Luggage carrying will not be a 
problem, due to the dual panniers 
which are fixed and into which full 
face helmets can easily be stored. 

The riding dynamics of the CTX are 
of a comfortable, friendly companion.

There was no top-end astronomic speed 
factor. Changes made by the manufacturer 
to the V4 engine have resulted in a huge 
amount of low-down torque and the en¬ 


gine easily pulls from a mere 2,000 revs in 
top gear. But drop down a few cogs and 
the CTX is quite a rapid performer.I am 
saddened that the wonderfully sculptured 
exhaust was extremely muted. Oh for a 
Harley Davidson screaming eagle exhaust. 

I found the steering to be neutral, 
the suspension more than adequate. 

The CTX will definitely win a few friends, 
whether it will ever replace the Pan Eu¬ 
ropean, I have my doubts. But on looks 
alone, it is worth a trip to the dealer.

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Drop-top 
from Audi 
is a breath 
of fresh air

With the sun finally thinking about showing 
its face, can Audi’s drop-top A3 emulate its 
tin-top cousin when it comes to winning the 
hearts, minds and chequebooks of prospec¬ 
tive buyers? 

That’s the plan over the coming months, to see if the A3 
Cabriolet can deliver on the important elements of compact 
hatch motoring - easy to drive and park, prove frugal at the 
pumps - while adding a ray of sunshine to the ownership 
experience once the roof is down. 

The omens are promising: a white car with a black fab¬ 
ric roof couldn’t offer a more contrasting appearance if it 
tried. If I can’t get into the ‘summer groove’ with this pearly 
bright combination, there’s no hope for my ambitions as a 
sun worshipper. 

Being a Sport specification A3, it boasts a slightly low¬ 
er ride height and firmer suspension set-up than the low¬ 
er spec SE. I’ve been here before with a regular A3 hatch 
and this combination is better than it sounds. That the car’s 
optional 18in wheels (default is 17in) also don’t appear to 
hamper the ride quality is proof that Audi has come along 
way in recent years when it comes to balancing a sporty ride 
with day-to-day comfort. 

Lift the car’s fabric lid and, with a few exceptions, this car’s 
like the regular three-door A3 so forgive the whistle-stop tour 
in favour of focusing on said fabric lid. 

Insulation 

One particular benefit of Sport spec ownership is a 
three-layer roof boasting a greater level of insulation over 
the standard item on lesser models. Certainly, with the roof 
up the cabin ambience is suitably refined, although nothing 
short of a metal folding roof will come close to a genuine 
tin-top experience, whatever the car. 

Of greater importance is the usability angle, and it doesn’t 
get any easier than pressing the roof switch for 17 seconds 
and watching the top disappear into a dedicated space 
above the car’s boot. That you can raise and lower the roof 
at up to 31mph is a welcome bonus, although installing the 
(optional) wind deflector does render the rear seats out of 
bounds. Rear leg space is modest at best though, so it’s 
no great loss. 

On a more positive refinement note, engine choice is Au¬ 
di’s new 1.4-litre petrol unit complete with ‘Cylinder on De¬ 
mand’ mode. This 140 horsepower unit is pleasingly quiet 
and delivers ample urge so long as expectations are sensi¬ 
ble. However, to boost economy and reduce emissions, on 
a light throttle two of the four cylinders will shut down. 

If it wasn’t for the trip computer display alerting you to this 
‘twin-pot’ running mode you’d struggle to notice, although 
those with keen senses will detect a slightly off-beat engine 
resonance. 

And it’s no gimmick; the instant fuel economy readout 
often jumps to 100-plus mpg around town, with the result 
that early running has seen close to 50mpg on a 30-minute 
mixed-road run. 

If that’s not hi-tech enough to impress, I’ve also got Audi’s 
hi-spec optional infotainment system to play with. 

This car summed up in a single word: Summery.

MISFIRING Wolverhampton slumped to 
their first home defeat of the season at the 
hands of table-toppers King’s Lynn. 

A spectacular performance from Tai 
Woffinden was not enough to prevent his 
side from slipping to a 53-37 loss on a dis¬ 
appointing night. 

The world champion was in inspired form 
fresh off the back of his British Final win 
last week, storming to four race wins from 
his five outings. 

Yet he received minimal support from the 
remainder of the side, as Peter Adams’ men 
were simply outclassed by a rampant King’s 
Lynn. 

Said Woffinden: “It was a tough night 
for us - we should have really won being at 
home but that’s just the way it goes some¬ 
times.

a strong side like King’s Lynn that’s what 
happens. 

“It would have been nice to get the win as 
it would have put us third in the table, but 
there isn’t anything we can do about it now. 

“We’ve just got to put it behind us, put it 
down to a bad night and just look to move 
on as quickly as possible.“There is still a 
long way to go and a lot of points up for 
grabs, so we’ll just have to make up for it 
elsewhere and try to make the play-offs. 

“From a personal point of view I had a 
good night - I was on a new engine which 
was really fast so things are looking up for 
me in the Elite League.

THE sums may not be 
mind-blowing but the sign¬ 
ings of Craig MacGillivray 
and Tom Bradshaw are of 
some significance for Wal¬ 
sall, writes Matt Maher. 

For the first time since 
they paid £4,000 to Chippen¬ 
ham Town for striker James 
Constable back in 2006, the 
Saddlers have stumped up 
fees, be it under the guise 
of compensation, to secure 
the deals. And they’ve now 
done it twice in the space of 
a fortnight. 

MacGillivray, aged 21, 
needed to be prised away 
from Harrogate Town after 
having agreed to remain 
with the Conference North 
club. Now striker Bradshaw, 
the same age, has been ob¬ 
tained despite the best ef¬ 
forts of Shrewsbury Town 
to keep him. 

New Shrews boss Micky 
Mellon was keen for the 
former Wales under-21 in¬ 
ternational to form the focal 
point of his attack next sea¬ 
son and the Shropshire club 
offered him a significantly 
improved deal. 

But the pull of playing 
League One football and the 
chance to advance proved 
too much. The Saddlers boss 
will be confident of improv¬ 
ing Bradshaw’s game. Both 
parties will also benefit from 
a full pre-season of work 
together and the length of 
the contract - two years - 
should also not be ignored. 

US pair eye 
up the villa 

A VILLA buy-out is back on 
the cards amid news that 
two more American billion¬ 
aires have discussed the 
project with Randy Lerner. 

The US financiers Josh 
Harris and David Blitzer 
have a history in buying 
out and then reviving “dis¬ 
tressed” sports businesses, 
and are now reckoned to 
be looking at a takeover of 
Villa.

BEN FOSTER has become the first Albion 
player since Jeff Astle in 1970 to play for 
England in a World Cup. 

The Baggies keeper was named as one of 
nine changes made by boss Roy Hodgson in 
the dead rubber against Costa Rica in Belo 
Horizonte before heading home. 

Foster, who is 31 and only came out of 
international retirement in February 2013, 
replaces first choice Joe Hart to become the 
first Baggies player to represent England 
in the tournament since Astle in Mexico in 
1970. 

With little to play for apart from pride,

Hodgson took the unusual step of naming 
his entire starting line-up for the game, 
with Gary Cahill and Daniel Sturridge the 
only survivors from last week’s 2-1 defeat 
to Uruguay. 

Foster, Phil Jones, Chris Smalling, Luke 
Shaw, James Milner, Frank Lampard, Jack 
Wilshere, Ross Barkley and Adam Lallana 
replaced Hart, Glen Johnson, Leighton 
Baines, Phil Jagielka, Steven Gerrard, Jor¬ 
dan Henderson, Wayne Rooney - who has 
only scored once in the tournament, Danny 


Welbeck and Raheem Sterling, while Lam¬ 
pard took over as captain. Albion goalkeep¬ 
ing coach Dean Kiely welcomed Foster’s 
selection and insisted he wouldn’t let any¬ 
one down. 

“He thoroughly deserves it - he made a 
really big contribution to our season and 
was a really big player for us,” said Kiely. 

“He will be fine. I see him every day in 
training and he’s a player of vast Premier 
League experience and one who doesn’t let 
anything faze him, so he’ll take it in his 
stride.” 

Meanwhile, Foster will be on his trav¬ 


els again when he returns to his club after 
Albion announced a pre-season trip to the 
United States which includes a couple of 
friendlies. 

New head coach Alan Irvine will take his 
Baggies squad on an 11-day training trip 
to Sacramento, California, which will last 
from Thursday, July 17 to Sunday, July 27. 

The club has also arranged two friendlies 
as part of the trip, both against new USL 
professional side Sacramento Republic on 
Monday, July 21 and Friday, July 25 (both 
7.30pm kick-offs West Coast USA time). 


BRADSHAW JUST A 
START FOR SMITH 


DEAN SMITH is continuing his hunt 
for more firepower after signing Tom 
Bradshaw - with Walsall braced for 
another possible Will Grigg cash 
boost. 

On Monday, Bradshaw became the first new 
face on the Saddlers forward line this sum¬ 


mer when he penned 
a two-year deal at the 
Banks’s Stadium. 

The 21-year-old, a former 
Wales Under-21 interna¬ 
tional, rejected an offer to 
stay at Shrewsbury and the 
deal went through after the 
clubs agreed a compensation 
package.

Under the terms of the 
tribunal following last sum¬ 
mer’s switch, the Saddlers 
have a 20 per cent sell-on 
clause for any transfer from 
the Bees. 

Brentford are reported 
to want £300,000 for the 
Northern Ireland interna¬ 
tional. 

That money would fur¬ 
ther help Smith as he looks 
to further rebuild the for¬ 
ward line which misfired 
last season following the

loss of Grigg and Jamie 
Paterson. The Saddlers 
boss has stated he ideally 
wants around three new at¬ 
tackers this summer, with 
Bradshaw being the first to 
arrive. 

“I’m looking to maybe 
get three in there,” said 
Smith. “Three who can play 
up there. “Last season the 
players we had up there 
were quite good at rotating 
among themselves and we 
will be looking to do that 
again.” 

Bradshaw netted seven 
times in 30 appearances 
for Shrewsbury last season 
but missed three months of 
the campaign, in which the 
Shropshire side were even¬ 
tually relegated, with a knee 
injury. 

Smith saw him in action 
against the Saddlers three 
times last season, twice for 
the Shrews first team and 
then finally in for the re¬ 
serves in April as he was 
recovering from injury. 

“He’s a player that has al¬ 
ways caught my eye when¬ 
ever he has played against 
us at various levels,” said 
Smith. “I believe that we 
can further develop him 
here and really bring the 
best out of him.”
